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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

The objections to claims 8 and 13 is withdrawn in view of the amendment. 
Response to Arguments and Amendment 
Applicant's arguments, see amendment and remarks filed 9/12/2005, with respect to 
Office Action mailed 08/10/2002 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 
102 (b) rejection of claims 6,7 and 1 1 has been withdrawn. Also the 35 U.S.C, 103(a) rejections 
of claims 5,9,10,12,15,16,19, 20 and 21 has been withdrawn. Claim 1 is canceled by this 
amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2-4,9, 13,14, 
and 17 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim in the Office Action 
mailed 08/10/2005. Claims 2 and 8 as amended are now independent Claims 5-7,9-12 and 14-19 
depend from claim 2 and therefore are also allowable. 

Independent claims 20 and 21 have a rotary motion powered LEDs system that includes a 
rectifier connected to permanent generator, a counter weight on generator stationary side so that 
a differential rotation is obtained during rotation. The limitations cited in claims 20 and 21 have 
different structure and different function than the prior art of record and all allowable.
